Mrs. Druce in the High Court of Ap- 
peals on November 2nd, directing the 
faculty and the Chancellor of the dio- 
cese In London to issue a permit to al-' 
low her to open the coffin. Mrs. Druce 
claims 
that the alleged death and 


burial of her father-in-law were de- 
ceptions and that he lived and finally 
died in a lunatic asylum as Dr. Har- 
mer. 
. Her . son. whom she asserts is the 
rightful Duke of Portland, is said to be 
a domestic servant and-was last heard 
of in Australia. Mrs. Druce says her 
father-in-law, 
as 
the fifth Duke of 


Portland, 
having suffered keen re- 


morse and abject fear as to the result 
o£ the tragic death of his brother, Lord 
Georye Bentwick, both of whom are in 
love with the same woman, adopted 
the 
name ot Thomas diaries Druce, 


thereby 
transferring 
to himself, as 


Druce, an immense property from him- 
self as Duk-» of Portland. Having rea- 
lized theKcisk ot exposure from his dou- 
ble existence,'he caused a-coffin to be 
buried with his supposed remains. .

Natives Are Practically 


a Unit on That 


Point. 


Temporary Independence to 


Gratify Their Pride 


Demanded, 


Associated Press Dispatches by 


The Tribune's Special Leased Wire. 


NEW YORK, Xov. 25.—A dispatch to 


the Herald from Havana says: 


DominRO Mendez Capote, late Vice- 


President of the Cuban Republic, anil 
now president of the executive com- 
.mission, has expressed his belief that 
the future or Cu'ba would inevitably be 
annexation to the United States. 
This, 


he said, was the natural outcome nf 
recent events, but he denied that Cu- 
ban leaders have that aspiration. 


The independence which so long an- 


imated the Cuban people is.to be tem- 
porarily 
satisfied. 
They 
wish for a 


short period at ieast to see their own 
flag waving over "free Cuba." 


They recognize that annexation would 


come, and that shgrtly, and by the 
unanimous voice of the Cuban people 
themselves, but they desire to s?e '.ho 
cause for w-hlch they.had fousrht crown- 
ed with the success i t , deserves. 


"The 
provisional 
government has 


been dissolved," he said in reply to a 
question, "and the sole Cu'ban author- 
ity now existing Is the General Assem- 
bly of the'.army. That Assembly has 
elected my colleagues and- myself to' 
carry on the general business, during 
its adjournment, and 
principally 
to 


take measures preparatory to disband- 
ing the army. 


"We are now engaged in examining 


records and 
issuing formal 
commis- 


sions and certificates to the officers and 
men, 
many 
of whom were 
without 


these, inquiring into the length of their 
service and generally making the way 
smooth for speedy disbandment. When 
the commission-which has gone to tha 
United- States returns.'^which I expect 
will be In about twenty days' timo, 
the Assembly will again be called to- 
gether for final disposal of this mat- 
ter. 


1 "The object of this commission is 
twofold. -The first and. most Important 
will be an endeavor to raise a sum to 
pay off our troops, either wholly or 
in part. 
I may say the United States 


Government will be asked la facili- 
tate us in. raising this sum. We will 
endeavor to obtain sufficient to pay the 
army in full. If that is impossible, wo 
wijl distribute the sum obtained pro 
rata and give a note for the balance. 


"The secjond object of the commis- 


sion is a political one, about which the 
only statement I "can make is tha: It 
is to obtain an explanation of the plans 
of the United States Government, with 
a view of hearty co-operation; also to 
put before the Government the views 
of Cuban leaders. 


"I may state emphatically that the 


commission has not been authorized to 
accede to any scheme of annexatkn or 
anything save our complete indepen- 
dence. The desire for independence has 
: never been stronger among the Cuban 
i people that at present. 
Our feeling in 


! this respect is unshaken, and the coun- 


try, 
I believe, is with us. If a, general 


I plebiscite were taken .today I believe 
; 95 per cent.of the.people of Cuba would 
i vote for independence. 


i 
"At the same time we recognize that 


1 annexation to the United States is in- 
evitable. We believe it will' come nat- 
urally, that It will be by the almost 


( unanimous wish of the people, and that 
the time will no: be long before this 
wish Is expressed; -but we desire first 
to sen established that for which we 
have fought and for which so .many of 
our bravest, and best have given their 
iives—the Republic of Cuba. 


MWe believe the United States is go- 


ing to help us realize this wish. 'We 
have faith that,they are bona fide, and 
are 
willing to do- everything in our 


power to carry out their views. What- 


i ever reports to the contrary may 
be 


circulated, the 
Cuban . leaders 
are in
